MEHL 10 RETIRE 
AS POLICE CHIER 
HERE ON JUNE 16 


One week from today Ernest C. 
Mehl will severe his connections 
with the city of Upland, bringing 
to an end 21 years of service to 
this municipality. He has resign- 
ed as police chief. 

Coming as. a complete surprise 
to city officials as well as many 
individuals in the community is 
Mr. Mehl’s resignation as chief of 
the Upland police department. 
He set June 16 as the day when 
he wished to be relieved of his 
duties. 

More than seven years ago Mr. 
Mehl was appointed police chief. 
In 1921 he was elected city clerk. 
His retirment as a city official 
will therefore bring to an end 21 
years of continuous service. He 
resigned as city clerk several 
years ago to devote all of his time 
to the police department. 

The police chief, who is widely 
recognized for his efficiency in 
heading up the department, re- 
signed last Thursday in a letter 
to Mayor Eugene Nisbet.
